RETIRING DIRECTORS. 
_ Mr. Justice Meredith, in the course of his 
judgment, said that the action arose out of 
uiaivers that resulted from the proceedings 
of the sixth ordinary annual meeting of the 
City of Dublin Assurance Company, which 
was held on the {5th May, 1931, and which 
had been regularly convened for that date. 
Six of the seven directors were due to retire, 
and on retirement they were eligible for re- 
election, and next on the agenda after that 
business was a notice of motion chat the 
number of directors should be reduced to five 
Then there was a motion that Mr. Walter 
Guest be elected a director The notice of 
motion that the number of directors should be 
reduced to five was one which could possibly 
‘be moved as an amendment to the resolution 
te re-elect all the retiring directors, hut the 
chairman took exception tothe motion on 
the ground that it was out. of order because, 
under the Articles of Association, at that 
ordinary anma] meeting it was. obligatory 
on the meeting to elect as manv directors as 
there were retiring directors. The chairman 
held that they were obliged to elect six, and 
rested his contention on the Articles of Asso- 
ciation. The contention that the number of 
directors could be reduced or increased only 
at an extraordinary general meeting was one 
that did not commend. itself to his lordship, 
as he considered that it would lead to manv 
ausurdities, and he had no hesitation in 
holding that an office was only properly said 
to be varant when the office remained in 
existence after the person who had occupied 
it had left it. 
MEANING OF RESOLUTION. 

The meaning of a resolution proposed ut a 
meeting such as that, that the number of 
directors be reduced, was not that a particu- 
lar director was removed there and then from 
any office he held, and his lordship held that 
the motion was quite in order, and that, in 
point of fact, the ruling of the chairman was 


incorrect, although, he was quite satisfied, 
the ruling was perfectly honestly given. 

The resolution for tae re-election of the 
outgoing directors was duly proposed and 
seconded, and the chairman 
very honest decision. The chairman 
that the resolution was lost, whereupon a 
poll was demanded as of right. The chair- 


raan quite properly said that he would have 
to give a poll, and that they would have to 


appoint scrutineers, and then he said that 
Mr. Guest’s proxies would have to be ruled 
out. This created more or less tumult, and 
his lordship must hold that a stage had been

When the members of the old board at- 
tempted to get into the premises they found 
themselves ‘shut out. Admission was refused 
to them, and, on account of that refusal and 
subsequent refusal to allow Mr. McCarthy 
and the members of the old board into the 
office, this action for an injunction arose. 

PERFECTLY IRREGULAR. 

His Lordship held that the adjournment of 
the meeting by Mr. McCarthy was a valid 
adjournment, and that the subsequent pro- 
reedings at the meeting at which Mr. Guest 
presided were perfectly irregular. Once a 
poll had been demanded, that prevented any 
of these inconsistent motions, and the motion 
reducing the number of directors and the 
motion: electing Mr. Guest, being taken until 
a poll had been taken or until the whole pro- 
ceedings in respect of the original resolution 
and the poll had been set aside in a regular 
manner. Until that had been done, the rul- 
ing of the chairman stood. 

In these circumstances, his lordship held 
that Mr. Guest's board was not duly elected 
and that the retiring directors remained 
directors until a new board was regularly 
elected. The injunction would be allowed, 
and would continue in force so long as the 
directors who. had been declared by his lord- 
ship to be the directors rémained in office. 

In regard to costs, his lordship said that 
he would not allow costs to either side,

CARETAKER’S APPEAL 


DISMISSED. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE. MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.,) . 

The Supreme Court, resumed the hearing of 


the appeal which was brought by Francis 
Dixon, caretaker of Tipperary Technical 
Schools, from an order of the High Court 
a an order of the Circuit Court Judge, 
who refused his application for arbitration 
in a claim by him against the Tipperary 
County Council (South Riding) and others for 
compensation under the Workmen’s Compen 
sation Act for personal injuries received on 
the 29th January, 1930. 

It was stated that while the applicant was 
cleaning the premises he saw what he 
thought was a paper-crusher on the floor, 
and on picking it up and examining it his 
hand was blown off by the article, which was 
a Mills bomb. The High Court upheld the 
Circuit Court Judge in his decision that the 
accident did not arise out of, and in the 
course of, the applicant’s employment.

"BUS PASSENGER AWARDED 
£1,550. 
(BEFORE mR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 


URY. 

The hearing of the action of John McCve, 
of 38 Manor place, Dublin, against the 
Gordon Motor Services (1928), Ltd., Aston’s 
quay, Dublin, was concluded. The plaintiff 
claimed damages for personal injuries caused 
_by the alleged negligence of a servant of the 
defendant company in the driving of an 
omnibus near Kilbeggan, on the way to 
Athlone, on the 28th of last «ebruary. 

It was stated that the plaintiff was 
travelling as a passenger on the ‘bus, and was 
thrown violently from his seat as the result 
of the jolting of the vehicle as it was going 
round a curve in the road at Newtown. He 
received injuries to the head and suffered 
paralysis of the left side of the body.

Short Sermons. 


A correspondent. interested by my 
remarks about the length of sermons, has 
sent me a few specimens of exceptionally 
short discourses.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 

HE decision of the British Government 
to take no steps to impliment the re- 

commendations of the majority report 
of the Unemployment Insurance Commission, 
except in so far as they relate to certain 
““anomahes,” has created considerable un- 
easiness in Ministerial circles in Northern 
Ireland. 

The present drain of the Unemployment 
Fund is one of the main factors in dislocat- 
ing Northern finances and necessitating the 
drastic economies which have been so 
strongly resented by the teachers and. the 
police. The decision of the British Govern- 
ment to shelve the matter was not  un- 
expected, in view of the determined stand 
taken by the General Council of the Trade 
Uniom Congress against any reduction or 
limitation of benefits, increase in contribu- 
tious or tampering with the ‘‘ transitional ”’ 
benefits enjoyed by the uninsured. To avoid 
a split among their supporters, the British 
Government has decided to postpone con- 
sideration of the whole matter until the final 
report of the Commission is issued, notwith- 
standing the fact that the interim report was 
requested by the Government to adjust the 
financial working of the Unemployment In- 
surance scheme, and the reason for the 
urgency was the Chancellor of the Ex- 
cheguer's “grave warning ” of February last. 

RE-INSURANCE AGREEMENT. 

Northern Ireland is linked to the British 
Unemployment Fund by the _ step-by-step 
policy which provides equal contributions and 
equal benefits, and which led to the re-insur- 
ance agreement between both Exchequers. 
The amount of the loans advanced by the 
British Exchequer to their Unemployment 
Fund is rapidit approaching £100,000,000, 
and the loans from the Northern Exchequer 
to its Unemployment Fund is nearing the 
£2,000, 
debt in existence at the time the re-insurance 
agreement was negotiated, and which is in 
process of liquidation over a period of 30 
years at £100,000 per annum. 

The Insurance Commissioners’ report on 
the basis of a ‘“‘ live register’’ in Great 
Britain of 2,500,000 unemployed, and with 
the proposed reduced benefits and increased 
contributions, calculated that the annual 
borrowings from the Exchequer would be 
reduced by about £32,000,000. Reduced 
borrowings would also be made from the 
Northern Ireland Exchequer. This is the 
prospect which is now fading out of existence 
through the inactivity of the British Govern- 
ment, 

The question is being asked in the North, 
will the Exchequer be able to stand the con- 
tinual drain of the loans to the Unemploy- 
ment Fund at the present level, or must 
there be more drastic economies and a 
general lowering of the standard of services 
in Northern Ireland compared with Great 
Hritain. 

The prespects of these ‘‘ loans ” ever being 
repaid out of future surpluses of the Unem- 
ployment Fund has led the Commission to 
make the following’ caustic comment: 
“ Neither the past record of the fund, which 
has incurred a deficit in eight years out of 
the past ten, nor the future prospects of em- 
ployment, afford any justification for per- 
petuating this dangerous fiction.” . 

The Commission makes no suggestion. ex- 
cept it does so in its final report for = 
ing this huge loan deficit, although the re- 
commendations for reduced benefits and 
increased contributions are calculated to 
make the Unemployment Fund more solvent 
in the future. 

SUGGESTED BREAK. 

The suggestion has been made in Northern 
Ireland that the Government should break 
away from the Socialist Government’s policy 
at Westminster, and, by adopting the recom- 
mendations of the Unemployment Insurance 
Commission, endeavour to get a degree of 
solvency into the Northern Ireland Unem- 
ployment Insurance Fund. 

It is difficult, however, to see how this can 
be done, in view of the existing re-insurance 
agreement. In addition, the promise was 
given from hundreds of platforms in Northern 
Ireland when the Northern Parliament was

LABOUR PROPOSAL. 

This is partieularly so in view of the 
Government a decision to keep in step with 
British standards of social services instend of 
following the example of the Irish Free State 
and cutting its coat according to its cloth 
The suggestion has recently been made in the 
Northern Parliament that the Government 
should press for a re-amalgamation of the 
Unemployment Insurance Funds. ‘This pro- 
posal was put forw::d by the only Labour 
member in the House, Mr. J. Beattie. who 
pone out that he British Prime Minister, 
efore he assumed office, was in favour of 
this solution, but instead the Unionist Go- 
vernment then in power agreed to the re- 
insurance agreement. Lord Craigavon, the 
Northern Premier, has admitted that this 
re-insurance agreement is not working out 
quite satisfactorily for Northern Ireland. It 
is a fair-weather agreement, but, with trade 
depression and increasing unemployment, it 
imposes an undue strain upon the Northern 
finances when the taxation imposed by the 
British Chancellor is not sufficient to produce 
a surplus revenue in Northern Ireland. 

In the estimates for Northern Ireland for 
the financial year 1931-32 it is provided that 
£845,000 will be necessary for the equalisation 
payment to the Unemployment Fund by Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. This is a re- 
duction of £82,000 compared with last year. 
The high rate of unemployment now prevail- 
ing in Great Britain reduces the amount which 
it 18 necessary to pay into the Northern 
Ireland Fund in order to keep it in parity 
with the British Fund. 

Last year the payment ly Great Britain, 
according to the account of income and ex- 
penditure for the year ending 31st March last, 
was £517,000. This year it is estimated that 
approximately £209,000 will be paid to the 
Exchequer of Northern Ireland out of the 
Exchequer of Great Britain, while the net 
charge to the Northern Exchequer is £634,000. 
which, with the £209,000 pavable by Great 
Britain, makes the total mentioned above. 

LIMITED FINANCES. 

Northern Ireland’s limited finances has to 
assume a much larger share of the loans to 
the Unemployment Fund than last year. The 
estimates provide only for tzansitional benefit 
for the first half of the year—a sum of 
£427,000. If Great Britain decides to con- 
tinue transitional benefit after that period, 
Northern. Ireland under the agreement will 
probably have to follow suit b:; a new bill in 
the autumn session. 

Last year. transitional benefit only cost 
£534,000, and in 1929-30 £125,000. Under the 
Socialist régime in Great Britain this is a 
constantly increasing item, and Northern 
Ireland is tied to the same provision. The 
necessity for a re-amalgamation of the two 
Unemployment Insurance Funds, by a strange 
irony, becomes all the more necessary when 
a Socialist administration is in power in 
Great Britain. as Northern Ireland is hard- 
pressed to keep pace with its advanced social 
services. 

Consequently it is becoming clearer every 
day that the Northern Government will have 
to tell the present British Government that 
the Unemployment Fund will have to be put 
on a more solvent basis, or the two funds 
will have te be re-amalgamated. By re- 
an.algamation the British Government would 
gain in an increased Imperial contribution 


sation Fund—so that it does not stand to 
lose much, whereas Northern Ireland would 
gain greater financial stability.

PROPAGANDA 
WORK NEEDED. 


REPORT which has just been pre- 

& sented to both Houses of the 
Oireachtas by Mr. P. McGilligan, 
Minister for External Affairs, gives an 
account of the valuable work carried on 
by the High Commissioner's Office in 
London in regard to the advancement of 
Irish trade in Great Britain. 

While the quality of Free State gcods 
has been notably improved in recent 
times, as well as the methods of presenta- 
tion, it has to be borne in mind that the 
leading agricultural countries of Europe 
cont.nually pour into the British markets 
highly-organised supplies. To meet this 
competition the Free State representa- 
tives have to be continually alert. 

With the object. of making Free State 
products better known exhibitions on an 
extensive scale have been held in the 
chief cities of Great Britain, and in each 
case steps were taken to put Free State 
exporters in touch with British wholesale 
and retail establishments. The contacts 
thus established have, in many cases. led 
to substantial business dealings. 


CANVASSERS EMPLOYED. 


Following these exhibitions. a plan of 
personal canvass has been established in 
conjunction with the Empire Marketing 
Board, and during the present month and 
till September next five canvassers wil] 
be busily emploved in all the more im- 
portant industrial areas for the purpose of 
urging grocers to stock Free State 
products, 

The necessity of keeping up the propa- 
ganda continuously is stressed, even 
though it is difficult to measure the imme- 
diate results. That there are good results 
is shown by the following extract from 
the report :— 

‘One of the largest and most highly 
organised firms in London saw a certain 
product at one of the Saorstat Exhibitions. 
The firm's means of knowing what was 
on the market were exceptionally good. 
but they had failed to obtain their re 
quirements until their representative 
visited the Exhibition. The Trade Branch 
of this office followed up the inquiry, and 
as a result there is to-day a live trading 
account running to five figures a vear 
between the London firm and a firm in 
An Saorstat. A certain multiple-shop 
firm in the North of England have within 
the past two vears increased their total 
purchases of Saorstat goods by nearly one 
hundred per cent.: their account now 
running to more than a quarter of a 
million sterling. The buver attributes 
this mainly to to the improved quality 
of which he was first made aware by the 
continual displays and the personal repre- 
sentations of the London Office.’’ 

The net cost. of these activities to the

RESIGNS.

ACUTE FINANCIAL 
CRISIS.

VIENNA, Tuesday. 

The Austrian Cabinet has decided to 
tender its resignation to ihe President of 
the Republic. 

This decision foltows the resignation 
earlier in the dav of Herr Franz Winkler, 
Minister of the Interior, and the 
resignation, a forcnight ago, of Dr. 
Schurff, Minister of Justice, both of which 
testified to the vneasiness of the political 
situation. As a matter of fact, the 
resignation of the whole Ministry, which 
is based on the parties of the Right and is 
led by Dr. Otto Ender (Christian 
Socialist) as Chancellor and Dr. Schober 
as Vice-Chancellor and Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, was only narrowly averted a month 
ago. 

“As in Germany and so many other parts 
of the world at the moment, finance has 
been the great stumbling block and source 
of disputes, and in Austria the financial 
question has been rendered more acute by 
the recent difficulties of the Kredit 
Anstalt, which have ehtailed the obtaining 
of big foreign crejtta under a proposed 
Government guarantee for the reconstruc- 
tion of this important banking institution. 

RETRENCHMENT BILL. 

The -retrenchment bill introduced by 
the Government a week or two ago pro- 
vided for a five per cant. reduction in civil 
servants’ salaries, to which measure the 
Pan-Germans in parti¢ular were opposed. 
Dr. Schurff’s resignation was caused by 
the Covernment insistang on its “ cuts ”’ 
in order to meet the Budget deficit. 

The main Government party is the 
Christian Socialist Party, which secured 
66 of the 165 seats in the Chamber at the 
general election in November last, and 
with it is allied Dr. Schober’s economic 
bloc. which went to the country inde- 
pendently and secured aineteen seats. The 
Social Democrats, who constitute the 
Opposition, are the strongest party, having 
secured seventy-two seats at the general

election. 
It was later officially announced that the

WIDE range of subjects connected 
A with technical education in Ireland 
was dealt with at the 27th annual 
Congress bf the Irish Technical Education 
Association, which opened yesterday in the 
Town Hall, Enniskillen. Mr. B. P. Bowen, 
B.L., A.R.C.Sc.1., presided. 

The delegates were welcomed by Mr R. 
Proctor, Chairman of the Enniskillen Urban 
Council; Mr. G. Whaley, President of the 
Enniskillen Chamber of Commerce; Sir 
Basil Brooke, M.P., Chairman of the Fer- 
managh County Council, and Mr. D. Riley, 
of the County Fermanagh Technical Educa- 
tion Committee. 

Ia his address the President said that 
cdwation was a continuing responsibility 
which could not be shirked, unless they 
were content to allow their people to stag- 
nate. The love of learning had always 
been a characteristic of the Irish, and the 
same characteristic was still apparent by 
the ever-increasing attendance at their 
schools. 

The effect of the Vocational Education 
Act in the South, he said, had been to in- 
crease the scope of the local education com- 
mittees, and to improve the position of 
efficient education of students leaving pri- 
mary schools who desired to continue their 
education. While development in the 
North had not been on the same lines, it 
was not unlikely that a scheme of continua- 
tion education might be developed there, so 
that what might be said of the South might 
apply to the whole country in due course. 
It would, in his opinion, be regrettable if 
the continuation school evolved into a janior 
technical school, particularly in its cultu- 
ral aspect. 


PRACTICAL SUBJECTS, - 


Referring to a memorandum issued by the 
Free State Department of Education on 
time allocations for practical subjects, in 
which approximately half the time at the 
schools’ disposal was given to handwork and 
practical subjects, he said that this was too 
big a percentage, and ought not to be made 
a rule. Local needs _ should be 
the deciding factor. If subjects 
like mathematics, book-keeping, and 
accountancy were considered _ practical 
subjects this criticism might lose 
its force, but that such was the case was not 
apparent. The importance of developing an 
re ta of literature, art, music and 
pinlosophy should not be lost sight of. 

The President, dealing with the teaching of 
history, said that it should stimulate that 
innate pride which they all felt for their 
native land. In Ireland in the past the tend- 
ency was to ignore or distort history, to leave 
neglected the natural sources of patriotic in- 
spiration, to leave ungarnered the prolific crop 
of folk-lore to be found throughout the land. 
The neglect of the national language and its 
persecution almost brought about its extine- 
tion. The language was gradually regaining 
its proper place in the country, and prejudices 
against it were breaking down by degrees. 

Mr. Bowen went on to. criticise the Free 
State Department of Education for ignoring 
history, both local and national, in its 
suggested programmes for continuation 
schools under the Vocational Education Act, 
declaring that such a condition of affairs 
should not be tolerated and that committees 
should take steps to have it remedied. 


DEMAND FOR TEACHERS. 


Turning to the question of the provision of 
teachers, he said that it would be some time 
before the supply met the demand. Good 
teachers could not be secured without good 
remuneration, and salaries should be given 
commensurate with the importance of the 
work undertaken. “ The cutting off of the 
cost of living bonus by some committees when 
the refund of it was refused by the Depart- 
ment was misplaced economy,” he asserted, 
“- and will not encourage teachers to give of 
their best.”’ 

There was also a lack of premises for con- 
tinuation schools, and immediate steps should 
be taken to borrow money for this purpose. 
In conclusion, he urged the support of home 
industries and the development of the social 
side of life im continuation and technica! 
schools. 


VOCATIONAL EDUCATION, 


A discussion on ‘‘ Vocational Education ”’ 
was opened by Mr. D. J. Coakley, Principal 
of the Cork Manicipal School of Commerce, 
who declared that the prejudice which still 
l.ngered against vocational subjects as a 
basis for a liberal education was due largely 
to ideas and conditions which had long 
ceased to exrist—to the prejudice against 
business itself; to the old idea that business 
Was a pureiy materialistic calling; to the 
fact that in the past vocational education 
was not necessary as a preparation for busi- 
ness, and that the control of business was 
confined to a small section of the com- 
munity; to our narrow conception of educa- 
tion in the past as compared with the deeper 
and more extensive knowledge which we now 
possessed. To-day the business man had 
arrived, his opinions counted, and his stand- 
ing in the community was high. The views 
and outlook of the dominant section of the 
commuuity influenced, if not determined, the 
general educational outlook at any particular 
oe As the attitude towards business 
iad thus undergone a complete change, the 
prejudice against business subjects as a 
basis of a broad education was fast dis- 
appearme. 

The objection to business as being too 
materialistic m its outlook, however true in 
the past, was not true at the present time. 
The change from small-scale to large-scale 
industrv, world trade, keen competition, and 
a continuous increase in the standard of 
living, gave scope for the employment in 
business of men of outstanding abiltyv and 
a high standard of education. The classes 
from which leaders in business were obtained 
were rapidly widening. These factors, in the 
course of time, stimulated the demand for 
education, and especially tor vocational 
education. Warge-scale industry provided for 
a larger population at a higher standard of 
living, and surely the study of subjects which 
helped to bring about that result could not 
be regarded as purely materialistic. 


PSYCHOLOGY QUESTION, 


But, perhaps, the most powerful factor 
which allowed business subjects their proper 
place in the scheme of education was the 
study of psychology and of education itself. 
Formerly they confined education to book 
education. They now realised that the hand 
helped the brain as much as the brain helped 
the hand; that during the pre-school age a 
child by doing things for. itself obtained a 
development of the faculties of which formerly 
they had no adequate conception; that in the 
after-schovul period the practice and experience 
of business and of the world generally was 
more deeply concerned with education than 
was generally realised. Now all education 
was practical, as every type of cducation could 
be used to promote one’s materia] interests. 

“I think the great success in this country 
of what was called technical and commercial 
instruction was due to the fundamental desire 
of the students for education rather than mere 
training, said Mr. Coakley. ‘It was the 
appea

Mr. J. Earls, Principal of the Municipal 
College of Technology, Belfast, said that they 
often spoke of a boy as taking no interest in 
school work, and put him down as a dunce.

There were many boys and girls who found 
little to interest them in the ordinary school- 
work, who if they could have their intellects 
developed by practical instruction would 
acquire the confidence in themselves that came 
from achievement. 

In his opinion, the schools had much to 
learn from the Boy Scout movement. The 
fundamental principle of that movement was 
that it appealed to the boys’ natural in- 
stincts. It had exactly the same principle 
as that underlying the kindergarten system. 
It was just that linking of education with 
matters that appealed to the interest of the 
young person, which gave. to vocational and 
techmical education a really educational and 
cultural. value. 

Technical education, instead of being, 
as some people were inclined to think, an 
intruder into the field-of education, was really 
exercising a vitalising influence throughout 
the whole range of educational activities. It 
was a natural development to meet the re- 
re of changing economic and in- 

ustrial conditions, Experience made it more 
and more evident that technical education, 
which prepared an individual to earn a living 


and to contribute to the prosperity of the 


State by means of productive and constructive 
labour could also be the means of culture for 
his mind and development of his spirit. 


SOCIAL CONSCIOUSNESS. 


Northern Ireland's Jack of social conscions- 
ness was criticised by Mr. Cecil Webb, 
Principal of the Lisburn ‘l'echnical School, 
who, in a paper on “' Social and Corporate 
Life in ‘Wechnical Schools,” urged the 
importance of education in that direction. 

In explaming the need for the construction 
of a social consciousness, Mr. Webb expressed 
the opinion that the age of jalmost un- 
restricted individual enterprise had come to 
an end. While individual effort would be just 
necessary, mdividual success would be of a 
different crder to that of the nineteenth 
century, and “would be measured not in terms 
of the wealth which a man had acquired for 
himself, but by the contribution which he 
made to the well-being of the community. 
They ought to consider how far they could 
use their schools to develop in the general 
mass of the people a disposition to co-operate 
for the general welfare of the community. He 
believed the first steps must take the form of 
acquiring an abhorrence of the conduct of 
those who wantonly injure what was common 
property. 

In Northern Ireland streets were littered 
vith paper, banana skins, and other rubbish 
People spat in public places, and thousands of 
rounds worth cf wanton damage was done to 
jailway carriages. Even in regard to the 
prcvision of facilities for games, he found 
that, in his own school, this want of care in 
the treatment of what was provided for 
common use was the greatest difficulty with 
which he had to deal. Nothing was so 
exasperating as to find that something which 
had been provided for ail to use had been 
wantonly injured by some individual who was 
too stupid to realise the significance of the 
offence of which he was guilty. 

Mr. Webb said that he thought the 
reason for this condition of affairs must be 
that Ireland never had a Communal System. 
The Irishman owed and gave faithful 
allegiance to his chief, but considered it 
night to destroy the property of any other. 


THE SLAUGHTER 
OF ANIMALS. 


PROVISIONS OF, NEW 
BILL. 


slaughtering of animals, introduced in 

the Dail by Deputies Fahy, Barry, M. 
Egan and P. Hogan, — that the 
slaughtering of animals shall be carried out 
only by persons duly licensed by a local 
authority, and by a mechanically-operated in- 
strument, insuring instantaneous insensibility. 
Contravention of the law will render an in- 
dividual liable to a fiue of £10 for first con- 
viction, and on second conviction £20 or three 
months’ imprisonment. 

Exemption is made in the case of perscns 
licensed by the Jewish or Mohammedan com- 
munities for the slaughtering of animals for 
the food of Jews or Mohammedans, according 
to their individual methods, that no unneces- 
to their individual methods, provided that no 
unnecessary suffering is inflicted. 

Persors liccnsed must be over eighteen 
years of age, and must be certitied as fit and 
proper persons to Lold such licence. 


THE RIGHT OF INSPECTION. 

The Civic Guards, or officers of societies for 
the protection of animals authorised by the 
Local Government Department, may enter 
premises of slaughter-houses for the purpose 
of ascertaining whether the provisions of the 
Act are being complied with. 

A schedule to the bili makes the following 
provisions :— 

Every person engaged in driving or bring- 
ing any animals to the place of slaughter 
shall (a) avoid, so far as practicable, driving 
or bringing the animal over any gronnd which 
ts likely to cause the animal to slip or fall; 
and (4) otherwise adopt such methods and 
precautions as will prevent the infliction upon 
the animal of unnecessary suffering and 

in. 

Every occupier of a siaughter-house er 
knacker's yard shall cause every anima! 
broucht to such slaughter-honse or knacker’s 
vard for the purpose of being slaughtered to 
be provided witha sufficient quantity of 
wholesome water, and when it is aecessary 
to contine any such arimal for a period 
exceeding 12 hours with a sufficient quantity 
vf wholesome food. : 


THE INFLICTION OF PAIN. 


The head of the animal shall be securely 
fastened, so as to enable it to be felled with 
as little pain as practicable. 

A person shall not slaughter, or cause or 
sufier to be slaughtered, any animal, or cause 
or suffer its carcase to be dressed in the view 
of another animal. 

A person shall not use any instrument for 
Slaughtering or stunning any animal uhless 
his ability and physical condition qualify him 
to use it without inflicting unnecessary pain 
on the animal; nor shall he use a mechani- 
cally operated instrument in such manner or 
in such circumstances or in such a state of 
want of repair as to incur the risk of causing 
unnecessary sufferitig to an animal. 

An oceupier of a slaughterhouse or 
knacker’s yard shall not cause or allow an 
blood or other refuse to flow from á 
slanghterhouse or knacker’s yard so as to be 
within the sight or (so far as it is practicable 
to avoid it) within the smell of any animal

THE SEA GIVES UP 

ITS DEAD. —. 
NEARLY 100 FROM 
THE ST. PHILIBERT.

NANTES, Monday. 
MASS funeral, or series of funerals, 
will follow the sinking of the French 
excursion steamer Saint Philibert, which, 
according to the actual lists of names now 
published here, has claimed at least 465 
victims. 

The joint funeral ceremony is to be held 
in Nantes Cathedral, and will take place 
with the individual burials on Thursday, 
provided a sufficient number of bodies has 
by then been identified. 

Meanwhile the sea is day by day giving 
up its dead, the recover@@ bodies now 
approaching the hundred mark. Most of 
them have been taken from the water by 
boats of all kinds, which have now been 
reinforced by seaplane searchers. They 
lie in the great harness-room of the tenth 
century Chateau of Nantes, which, over- 
looking the town where a day or two ago 
these people went about their daily 
business, has been converted into a 
Chapelle Ardente. 


IN THE CHAPELLE 
ARDENTE. 

Throughout this morning great crowds 
waited outside the castle gates as Army 
lorries deposited their, pitiful burden, and 
the coffins were reverently borne into the 
castle. This afternoon relatives were per- 
ris gu to enter the castle to identify the 

ead. 

Inside the chapel, to the right on enter- 
ing, was a row of closed coffins of plain 
white wood containing the identified dead. 
On the left, behind the barrier through 
which relatives were allowed to passé a 
few at a time, was a much larger number 
of similar coffins with the lids turned back 
to reveal sixty other poor creatures. 

On each coffin lid was a number and a 
few pieces of cloth snipped off the gar- 
ments found on the corpse. It is, in fact, 
mainly by the clothing and ornaments that 
identification is possible. Women form 
the majority of these whose bodies have 
been found up to the present. 

The local branch of a Paris firm alone 
had 110 employés among the steamer pas- 
sengers, of whom thirty-five were 
Austrians. When the offices of the Nantes 
Co-operative Society opened yesterday only 
two out of the thirty-five employés were at 
their posts, the rest having gone down with 
the St. Philibert. 

There are no British dead in the list of 
victims’ names issued to-day, 


‘PLANES SIGHT 100 BODIES.

The body of Captain Olive, the com- 
mander of the St. Philibert, was, with 
that of another victim, this afternoon 
washed up on the beach at Pornichet. 

Seaplane observers report having sighted 
over a hundred bodies beneath the water, 
scattered over a large area. 

After spending all the morning and 
most of the afternoon cruising off the spot 
where the steamer is believed to have sunk, 
the Government fishing vessel Po] Leferme 
has returned to port, and reports that 
attempts to locate the wreck have failed.

day, the cost of living index figure at 

mid-May in the Irish Free State showed 
a drop of eight points since mid-February. 
The cost of living index figure for bonus 
purposes for civil servants will be 60 (over 
the basic figure 100) from the Ist July next 
as against the present figure of 70. 

In practice this will,mean, said Mr. Archie 
Herron, Secretary of the Civil Service Clerical 
Association, yesterday, a reduction of two- 
twenty-sixths of the bonus paid to civil 
servants. In terms of actual money it will 
mean a loss of £10 per annum to civil servants 
on a basic salary of £100 per annum. 

There is considerable disappointment, he 
added, in Civil Service circles in consequence 
of the vote on the resolution tabled in the 
Dail for a Civil Service inquiry, more par- 
ticularly as it is known that quite a number 
of members of the Government Party who 
voted against the resolution were in favour 
of an inquiry taking place, and some of them 
actually spoke in favour of the resolution. 

On more than one occasion, said Mr. 
Herron, the Minister for Finance has depre- 
cated the entry of the Civil Service into party 
politics, and it is very difficult to understand 
his action in making a party issue of a 
resolution which called for an inquiry into a 
matter that was purely of Civil Service 
interest. 

METHOD OF COMPUTATION, 

There are two aspects of the bonus ques- 
tion. The first is that it is claimed that the 
present method of computation does not re- 
sult in the scientifically accurate measurement 
of the cost of living as affecting civil servants’ 
cost of living. It has been pointed out 
that in the matter of rent the figure is 
definitely faulty. Very large numbers of 
civil servants are now living in new houses 
for which they are paying a purchasing rent 
in repayment of long term loans. The official 
figure has na relation to matters of this kind, 
as it only takes into account the rents of 
houses which are subject to the provisions of 
the Rent Restriction Acts. 

In the case of unmarried civil servants in 
‘lodgings ” the same faultiness in the index 
figure is evident. Dublin landladies do not 
fix their charges in accordance with the rise 
and fall in the index figure. 

When it is taken into account that these 
two items are probably the largest single 
items of expenditure in the case of imarried 
and single civil servants it will be. seen that 
the cost of living figure operates unjustly. 

Then, so far as the application of the 
bonus is cencerned, it only operates in full 
on the first £91 5s. per annum of Civil 
Service salaries. Aliove that figure only 
partial compensation is paid under the original 
computation of the bonus, so that civil 
servants were never compensated in full for 
the increased cost of living, and in con- 
sequence the bonus constitutes a greater pro- 
portion of income in the case of the lower paid 
people, who are now hit hardest by the 
periodic reductions which have become a 
feature of the bonus system as at present 
applied, i 

Having regard to the fact that in the 
recent debate in the Dail not a single member 
of any party, with the exeception of the 
Minister himself, expressed approval of the 
system, it is an extraordinary thing that the 
demand of the Civil Service for an inquiry 
has not been conceded. 

So far as the Civil Service Organisations 
are concerned, the matter will not be : 
mitted to rest where it is, concluded Mr. 
Herron, Steps are being taken to press the 
Minister to agree to staying his hand on the 
matter pending further consideration. <A 
public meeting of protest is being organised 
and all Civil Service Or. -uisations are being 
invited to co-operate.

ACCUSED WOMAN 
GIVES EVIDENCE.

at the Central Criminal Court, Dublin, 
yesterday, the hearing was resumed of 
trial of Mrs. Bridget Walsh (53), of 
Meelin, Newmarket, County Cork, on a 
charge of having murdered her husband, 
Michael Walsh (56) by administering strych- 
nine to him on May 6th last. 

Mr. T. A. Finlay, K.C., T.D., and Mr. 
Joseph Healy (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted for the State. Mr. 
R. A. Harrison (instructed by Mr. P. D. 
O'Grady, solicitor) defended. 


THE CAUSE OF DEATH. 
At the sitting of the Court, Dr. Collins, 


Kanturk, who made a post-mortem examina- 
tion of the body of Michael Walsh, said 
that death was due to strychnine poisoning. 

Replying to Mr. Justice Hanna, the 
witness said that there was no cirrhosis of 
the liver, or any’ indication that Walsh was 
a hard drinker. 

Answering Mr. Harrison, Dr. Collins said 
that if a man took a large dose of strychnine, 
and his stomach was not washed out for 
about three hours, as happened in the case of 
Walsh, he would expect that death would 
have taken place sooner than it did in his 
case. 

Detective-Officer McKenna stated that on 
the 9th of May he followed the prisoner 
from the hotel in which she was staying in 
Kanturk to the mortuary attached to the 
hospital where her husband’s remains lay. 
There were several persons there, and the 
accused woman said: “I am innocent, thanks 
be to God.” When the funeral started, all 
the people in the mortuary left with it, 
except tke accused, who said to witness: 
““I am. not going to the funeral, sir. I 
am going down the town.” She then went 
to her lodgings. The witness searched the 
house of William Frawley, and found there 
letters addressed to him, and signed “Bridget 
Connell.”* 

William Frawley was recalled, and said 
that he only remembered getting two letters, 
He was no scholar, and could not read. A 
friend of his, named O’Brien, read the letters 
for him. 

Auswering Mr. Justice Hanna, he said 
that he was thirty-five years of age. He was 
handed a Christmas card with the inscrip- 
tion “From Bridget to Bill, with love,” 
but said. that he had no recollection of 
receiving it, but if it was found in the house 
he must have got it. some time. 


HANDWRITING EXPERT. 


Captain Quirke, handwriting expert, said 
that he had examined the letter written by 
the prisoner to her sister, and the letter 
purporting to be signed by David Walsh, 
lathanny, asking the chemist for the poison, 
and the signature in the poison book, and, in 
his opinion, they were written by the same 
person. The letters found in Frawley’s house 
were also written by the same person. 

Sergeant Reynolds gave evidence of con- 
vevine a number of rrticles from Kanturk to 
the State Chemist in Dublin. These included 
wearing apparel belonging to the prisoner; 
the pipe of Michael Walsh, Fis organs, a 
drinking glass, and a bottle containing a tea- 
spoonful of lemonade. 

Mr. O'Toole, M.Se., analyst in the State 
Laboratory, College of Science, said that he 
received the articles enumerated from Ser. 
ceant Reynolds, as well as two full bottles of 
lemonade. He analysed some crystals which 
were found in the class, and found them to be 
strychaine. In the left pocket of the pri- 
soner’s coat he found one-third of a grain of 
strychnine, visible to the naked eve. On ex- 
amining the organs of the deceased man he 
found a total of 43-S4ths of a grain of strvch- 
nine. The sort of lemonade which he found in 
the bottle would favour the dissolution of 
strychnine. Half a grain of strychnine would 
be a fatal dose. :

that her husband wished to meet her. She 
went to Kanturk and met her husband, who, 
she thought, was glad to meet her. 


Mr. Harrison—Were you pleased to meet 


him ?— 1 was, sure. 

Continuing, the prisoner said that thev 
stayed at Jones's Hotel from January 4th to 
the 7th. They then went to a place called 
Clash, where her husband got a job as work- 
man. They remained there until the end of 
March. On the 4th of April her husband and 
herself went to O’Callaghan’s, where they re- 
mained until the end of April. The witness 
went to her sister, Mary Brosnan, and he 
husband went to Brown's to work. 

On the last Tuesday im April her husband 
told her to get some poison for rats. She told 
him that she would not, that he could get it 
himself, and he told her to be sure and yet it 
and send it to him. She stayed with her 
sister until 2nd May, when she went to Ki! 
mallock, looking fora place. She failed to get 
work. On the 6th of May she went in to 
Horgan’s for poison to poison dogs. She 
wrote the note and handed it to the chemist, 
because her husband had asked her to. get 
poison for the rats, and that was the only 
way that she could get it. The chemist did 
not ask her what kind of poison she wanted. 
He put it in a small parcel and wrapped it 
in white paper, and she signed the poison 
book. She signed the latter: “ David Walsh. 
per Bridget Murphy.’ ‘The reason she did 
that was that she did not like David Walsh 
to know that she had used his name. 

JUDGE’S QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Why did you forge the 
name of David Walsh to the document ? 

The witness did not repiy. 

She put the bottle which she received from 
the chemist in her right-hand coat pocket. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—What time of the day 
did you buy the poison ?—About four o'clock.

A BOTTLE OF LEMONADE, 


The witness went on to say that when they 
came’ to Quinlan’s public-house she bought 
a bottle of lemonade. Her husband was 
standing quite close to her and to Mrs. 
Conway while the latter was pouring the 
lemonade into the glass. From the time that 
she moved towards her husband with the 
lass until she gave it to him she had nothing 
in her hand but the glass. She did not in- 
terfere with the drink in any way. Her 
husband might have had the glass in his hand 
for five minutes. When he hended it back 
to her there was a little drop in it. He then 
iit his pipe and they walked “up the road 
together. They parted about fifteen minvtes 
later, and she never saw her husband alive 
again. Next morning she went to New- 
market with Mrs. Walsh, her sister-in-law. 
A man said: '' Your husband is dead,” and 
she said: '“I can’t understand it, because I 
saw him last night.” They went down the 
street to a public-house, where thev met her 
husband's brother. Mrs. Walsh asked him 
did he hear that his brother was dead, and 
he said: ‘‘ Yes; Jeremiah Brown said that 

wife poisoned him last night in 
lemonade.” The witness said: “I-did no 
such thing.” 

In reply to Mr. Harrison, the witness said 
that on three or four occasions her husband 
told her that he would sooner do away with 
hunself than live with her.

= latest figures available, as pub- 
lished in the June number of the 
Irish Trade Journal, show that there was 
a considerable falling off in emigration for 
the first four months of this year com- 
pared with last year. 

From January to April, 1931, there were 
512 emigrants, compared with 5,824 for 
the corresponding period in 19350. 

Of these 512 the United States took 284, 
Canada 61 and Australia 60, the remain- 
ing 107 going to other countries out of 
Europe. 

The total number of emigrants to 
countries out of Europe in the year 1930 
was 15,966, compared with 20,802 in 1929, 
24,691 in 1928, 27,148 in 1927, and 30,180 
in 1926. 

There were 7.033 male emigrants last 
year and 8,933 female emigrants. Of the 
male emigrants, 4,600 were agricultural 
labourers, or labourers not in transport or 
communications. There were 471 emigrants 
in the skilled trades. Of the female 
emigrants, 5,826 were domestic, hotel, etc., 
servants, and 704 wives or housewives. 


MORE IMMIGRANTS. 
During tke year 1930 there were 2,605 
immigrants to the Free State from 
countries out of. Europe, compared with 


2,120 in 1929 and 2,154 in 1928.

U.S. GOLD FOR GERMANY. 

A New York correspondent cables that 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York has 
announced the release from earmark of 
$41,000,000 gold (£8,000,000), Gernr@) gold 
holdings in New York are understood to have 
been exhausted, and the release is helieved 
to be entirely on French account. There is 
some uncertainty as to the arrancement 
made under which this release has been 
accomplished. Some helieve it to be a tri- 
angular transaction, involving a similar ship- 
ment to Paris from Germany, but the release 
is also held as an indication of a possible 
credit. “The deal is one of the greatest on 
record, It was announced on Monday: after- 
noon by the New York Federal Reserve Bank 
in its daily statement regarding the move- 
ment in gold. It has reduced the total amount 
of gold earmarked to about $60,000.U00 
(£12,000.000). Although the amount of the 
release is more than the amount supposed 
to be earmarked for German account, it is 
supposed that Germany has entered into an 
agreement with France, whereby French gold 
in New York has been released and credited 
to the account of Germany. 

RIVER PLATE MEAT. 

We are informed that the offer for the 
Debentures and shares of the River Plate 
British and Continental Meat Company has 
been accepted by the holders of 90 per cent. 
of each class, which makes the offer valid. 
GOLD MOVEMENTS. 

Those who contend that the major cause 
of the economic depression from which the 
world has suffered so long is a maldistribu- 
tion of gold may consider that their stand. 
point is strengthened by recent develop- 
ments. At least the latter suggests that. if 
conditions were normal, excessive movements 
of gold might be avoided. It is reported 
that the total stock of gold in the United 
States has now reached the new high record 
of £1,000,000,000. This report is accom. 
panied by a suggestion that part of the gold 
held there on French account may be placed 
to the credit of Germany, presumably in 
order to support the market and, perhaps, 
check the outflow of foreign capital.” In a 
period of little more than a week the Bank 
of England has received a total of £7,200.000 
of gold from Germany; yet for this week s 
arrival of bar gold from the mines, etc., 
there was so keen a demand on Swiss account 
as to absorb practically the whole and at an 
unusually high price. Switzerland, indeed, 
paid id. per oz. above what is regarded as 
the figure at which the Bank of England is 
bound by law to sell gold for export. The 
explanation appears to | that for about a 
vear the Bank of England has not sold gold 
of fine quality, only what are known as bars 
of standard fineness. In order to obtain the 
former, and thus avoid the delay and charges 
involved in refining gold withdrawn from the 
Bank of England, it paid Switzerland to give 
the high price mentioned. The figure is not 
a record: for in December. last the open 
market price touched 85s. 2d. per oz., the 
highest since the return to the gold standard 
in 1925 


GAMAGES’ (WEST END) MEETING. 

The creditors of Gamages (West End), Ltd.. 
met yesterday, under the winding-up order 
made last Mav on a creditor's petition. Mr. 
H. P. Naunton, Assistant Official Receiver, re- 
ported that the building in Oxford street 
was to cost £500,000, but hecanse the original 
plans were rejected hy the London County 
Council new plans had to he prepared. The 
total expenditure in connection with the 
formation of the company and the erection of 
the buildings was approximately £1,162.124, 
and the total amount of share and mortgage 
capital was £975.000, so there was nothing 
available for working capital. Mr. Naunton 
said that, according to an approximate state- 
ment of affairs prepared on April 17, there 
was a surplus of assets over liabilities amount- 
ing to £340,287, but the assets were subject 
to = realisation. The managing. directors 
attributed the failure of the company to Jack 
of capital and delay in the completion of the 
premises, due to the first, plans being rejected 
and to severe depression in trade. Answering 
a creditor, Mr. Naunton said that Messrs. 
Selfridges, who purchased the stock, paid for 
it approximately £85,000. The meeting 
appointed Mr. s. H. Gillett as liquidator, 
with a committee of inspection.
